Later in the conference he 
said this group would consider 
the proposal to give NATO a 
nuclear striking fofce and he 
hoped the answer would not be 
too long delayed.

Firemen wearing hip boots 
fought through slush five feet 
deep to lead the animals from 
the stable. | 

Despite their efforts, four 
ponies and two llamas drowned. 
Fire Capt. Fred Smith of Rescue 
Squad No. | said his men worked 
one hour and a half to free the 
animals, which are used in car- 
nivals, shows and outings. 

“The water was too deep to 
wade through, and it was freez- 
ing so that a boat couldn't be 
worked through very weil,” 
Smith said. ‘Besides that, the 
ponies would run back in the 
barn after we got them out.” 

Those rescued were taken to a 
garage where they were covered 
with blankets. Neighborhood 
boys brought electric heaters to 
warm the shivering animals, 
whose manes were coated with 
icicles 

The Humane Society of Mis- 
gouri sent personnel to the scene 
to inspect the surviving ponies 
and llama. The animals were 
to be moved to the society's shel- 
ter. 

Drainage Speeded. 

Once the water pressure was 
shut off and ice-choked sewers 
opened, drainage was accom- 
plished speedily. Where water 
in the street had covered all but 
the tops of some automobiles at 
7 a.m., only the gutters and base- 
ments had pools of water. by 
10:30 o'clock. 

At least three boats, including 
a Coast Guard flatbottom boat 
brought fo the area by the Fire 
Department Rescue Squad, 
helped evacuate residents. Some 
persons, however, preferred to 
remain on second stories. One 
woman who weighs about 300 
pounds was asked by firemen 
to stay with neighbors on the 
second floor of the building in 
which she lives. Firemen said 
she was too heavy for the boat. 

Many of. the occupants of 
homes in the flooded area were 
able to leave without aid. Mrs. 
Mathilda Boyd, 79 years old, of 
4216 North Twentieth, with her 
son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. LeRoy Redin, had time to 
dress warmly and to pack a pic- 


nic basket with food before leav- | 


ing home. 
Treated for Exposure. 

Stanley Eldridge, 72, 4226 North 
Twentieth street, and his wife, 
Ova, 84, were treated at Homer 
(. Phillips Hospital for exposure 
after being rescued from waist- 
deep water in their home. 

Eldridge said, ‘“‘The running 
water woke me up about 4 o’clock. 
I jumped out of bed and hit 
water about up to my knees. | 
tried every way to open the front 
door and couldn’t. I pulled back 
the window shade and saw ice 
floating in the street. 

“Water and ice were still com- 
ing in the front window when the 
men in a boat came to get us. 
We were sitting on the bed, and 
it was floating around. The men 
threw a rope to me to pull the 
boat up to the window. 

“The men pulled the bed over 
to the door, and I stepped right 
into the boat. Another man lift- 
ed my wife into the boat.”

In your editorial on the subject 
of Election Board expenses you 
have libeled the Board of Election 
Commissioners. 

Your editorial said, in part, ‘“The 
money went .. . to keep more pre- 
cinct officials on the payroll than 
necessary ...’’ There is no basis 
in fact or on the record for this 
statement. Missouri law provides 
that in each precinct two poll books 
be kept, one by a Republican and 
one by a Democrat; that one judge 
be assigned to the precinct binder. 
One judge must be stationed at 
each of the two voting machines; 
and a judge assigned to process the 
Authority to Vote slips, or if the 
Legislature passes the recommend- 
ed amendments — voter signature 
slips. The law requires that an 
even number of Republicans and 
Democrats be present to administer 
the precinct affairs. Under these 
circumstances it is simply not pos- 
sible to man a precinct with a total 
of four election officials only. 

You also said, in part, ‘The 
money went... among other 
things, to help pay the cost of its 
(the Board’s) partisan tinged ‘in- 
vestigation’ of alleged irregulari- 
ties in last August’s primaries.”’ 
Your reference to “‘partisan tinged 
‘investigation’ ’’ of the primary ir- 
regularities is a bald falsification. 

The record of the hearings con- 
ducted into the August primary ir- 
regularities will show that most of 
the complaints received were from 
Democrats about Democrats. The 
principal Republican complaint was 
in the Sixth Ward.

The grinding poverty of many Latin Ameri- 
cans, described in the continuing Post-Dispatch 
series on the neighbor republics, is a suffi- 
cient explanation of the Kennedy Administra- 
tion’s concern for that area. Hopelessness and 
hunger demand a response. The response 
requires self-help as well as foreign aid. 

Historically, Latin Americans have not al- 


ways been good at self-help. They inherited 


a feudal economic system and sometimes a 
feudal outlook from Spanish colonial times, 
when land and wealth were synonymous. Even 
today, in some of the republics, 1 per cent of 
the people own half the arable land. And 
much of the domestic wealth has been de- 
posited in New York or Swiss bartks. It seems 
safer that way. 

Some of the results of this system are teem- 
ing slums in Caracas and Lima, underemploy- 
ment and unemployment nearly everywhere 
and near-serfdom in the latifundios of the 
plateaus, as described in the dispatches by 
Richard Dudman and Tom Yarbrough. But 
the severity of these conditions varies from 
nation to nation: so, too, do the national ef- 
forts to combat them. 

The necessity for land reform has been ac- 
cepted by most of the republics to some de- 
gree, and by the United States as well. At 
Bogota last year, the United States committed 
itself to using new aid funds to assist land 
reform projects. Such projects must be 
pushed, not primarily to improve agricul- 
tural production, but to provide the most 
elementary means of livelihood for grow- 
ing populations. 

The necessity for making better use of 
domestic capital is less well understood in 
the sister republics. Former Under Secretary 
of State Douglas Dillon, now Secretary of the 
Treasury, came close to lecturing other dele- 
gations on the. point at Bogota. He empha- 
sized the need for tax reform, and particular- 
ly more effective use of a graduated income 
tax. , 

About 80 per cent of United States govern- 
ment income results from taxes on wealth. 
By contrast, Argentina gets only 22 per cent 
of its revenue from income levies; Chile, 34 
per cent; Brazil, 33 per cent; Colombia, 43 
per cent. The tax rates are nowhere near 
as high as those in this country, and collection 
is often haphazard. 


The income tax is an essentially democratic 
tax based on ability to pay; it also is an effec- 
tive way to marshal domestic capital for social 
purposes. Nations lacking capital for eco- 
nomic development, and governments driven 
to socialism as the simplest means of concen- 
trating eapital for development, might be ex- 
pected to view a strong income tax as a neces- 
sary reform. So far few Latin states have 
done so. 


It has become customary for North Ameri- 
cans as well as Latin Americans to think in 
terms of what the United States can do for 
its neighbors. We should do more. But Latin 
American nations can also do more for them- 
selves. Assuming that what the New World 
needs is more mutual assistance, mutual de- 
serves an accent. 


An Old Salt Reports 


The blizzard that hit Martha's Vineyard 
must have been a corker. That veteran nau- 
tical reporter of the Vineyard Gazette, Joseph 
Chase Allen, almost failed to get out his col- 
umn “With the Fishermen,” since few fish- 
ermen were able to put to sea. The Wheel- 
house Loafer, as Mr. Allen has long desig- 
nated himself, apologizes for scarcity of news 
and explains the weather “hit us and our 
column about as hard as anything has done 
in years.” 


Although it must have been rough, the 
Wheelhouse Loafer did get around in his 
skiff, instead of ‘laying to at the bollards.” 
At the port of Oak Bluffs he found Cap’n 
Dave Vincent writing a book but willing to 
halt and tell of boyhood snowdrifts ‘‘almost 
mast-high.” Stopping at West Chop Light- 
house, the Loafer was informed by Cap’n Jess 
Miner that hundreds of birds had dashed 
themselves against the light during the storm. 


At Menemsha Basin, the Loafer found a 
dozen sea-going old codgers assembled in 
Cap'n Everett Poole’s store, spinning whaling 
yarns. An individual who had served on the 
Amphitrite, a gunboat of pre-Spanish-Ameri- 
can War days, topped all others with his tale 
of a whale that nearly sank the ship. At Bob’s 
Boatyard, the Loafer found several ancient 
mariners arguing with Cap’n Albert Allen 
on the feasibility of building a bark for a 
whaling venture. 


Even landlubbers can enjoy this news from 
an old whaling center and the nautical ver- 
nacular is a joy to old salts. Despite tHe se- 
vere blow the weather struck Mr. Allen and 
his column, they both held up remarkably 
well. After such journalistic enterprise and 
salty seamanship, Mr. Allen should stop re- 
ferring to himself as “the Wheelhouse Loafer.” 


If Idaho Falls Were Detroit 


The consequences of the accident that ex- 
ploded a Government atomic power plant at 
Idaho Falls a month ago are distressing 
enough in a tightly controlled community of 
4500, and would be appalling in a heavily 
populated civilian area. Stronger legislation 
is clearly indicated to prevent any such ca- 
tastrophe in congested centers, with particu- 
lar attention to the situation posed by a pri- 
vate syndicate’s construction of an $88,000,000 
atomic plant near Detroit, now more than 
two thirds completed. 


The reactor that blew up at Idaho Falls 
was one of the safest types known, and the 
accident was apparently caused by so slight 
a thing as lifting 14 inches a control rod that 
should not have been raised more than three. 
The reactor being built near Detroit is one 
of the most unpredictable and potentially dan- 
gerous types known, and 2,000,000 people 
live within 30 miles of it. At Idaho Falls it 
still is not known, after a month, whether a 
nuclear reaction is going on inside the build- 
ing, whether a further explosion may occur, 
or whether measures to blanket the radio- 
active core might only produce another blast. 

At the site near Detroit, the civilian plant 
that is being built has never been determined 
to be safe, and the United States Supreme 
Court is soon to review a Court of Appeals 
decision setting aside the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s construction permit. Regard- 
less of the final decision, it seems plain that 
the law is not explicit enough in its safety 
requirements, or this case would never have 
arisen. Congress should move promptly to 
spell out, in words that permit of no miscon- 
struction or evasion, that safety must be para- 


mount, and that it must be established for 
every atomic power project before the AEC 
is enabled to authorize the turning of the 
first shovelful of earth. 


Judgment at Philadelphia 


The penalties which Chief Judge Ganey 
has imposed in the electrical equipment bid- 
rigging case at Philadelphia are stern but not 
severe. It must be doubted whether anything 
less would either have comported with the 
offense or served to discourage its repetition. 
Fines alone have historically proved inade- 
quate to discourage violation of the anti-trust 
laws. 

In imposing 30-day prison terms, and sus- 
pended 30-day terms with probation for five 
years, as well as assessing fines against cor- 
porations and their officers, Judge Ganey has 
given force and effect to the salutary princi- 
ple that guilt is not only corporate but per- 
sonal. This should be a real deterrent. 

Even while the judgments in these cases 
were pending, however, fresh reports of iden- 
tical bidding in American industry have ap- 
peared. The Tennessee Valley Authority, 
whose revelations of identical bids set off the 
chain of indictments concerning heavy elec- 
trical equipment, reported early this month 
that it was still receiving identical bids on 
some purchases. Among the commodities 
involved are steel-reinforced aluminum cable, 
instrument transformers, distribution trans- 
formers, insulators and lightning. arresters. 
TVA has turned over this information to the 
Department of Justice and the Senate anti- 
trust and monopoly subcommittee headed by 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee. 

As Judge Ganey well said in his comments 
from the bench, not only money is involved 
in these matters. In money alone, many mil- 
lions are involved in artificially inflated prices 
which are paid eventually by taxpayers and 
the consumers of electricity. 
just about everyone in the country. Even 
more seriously, these offenders have, in the 
jurist’s words, “destroyed the model (of free 
enterprise) which we offer as a free world 
alternative to state control and eventual 
dictatorship.” 

Nor does the damage stop there. At a time 
when, as President Kennedy said in his bal- 

ance-of-payments message to Congress, “we 
must place maximum emphasis on expanding 
our exports,” price-padding weakens the 
American competitive position in export mar- 
kets. And it weakens our economic system 
itself; for the industry that depends for its 
success on connivance to avoid competing 
eventually becomes flabby, and a natural prey 
for healthy competitors in condition to fight 
for what they get. 


The New Negotiator 

Secretary Rusk’s appointment of Arthur H. 
Dean as chief negotiator at the nuclear test 
ban talks when they resume in late March is 
appropriate for several reasons. Having taken 
part in the long and agonizing talks for a 
cease-fire in Korea, Mr. Dean knows well how 
much patience and firmness is required in 
dealing with the Communists. He also knows 
that no matter how formidable the obstacles 
to agreement may seem, agreement is possi- 
ble when it serves the interest of both parties. 

Nobody knows whether a treaty banning 
nuclear tests.can be achieved, but there are 
strong reasons why such an agreement would 
serve the interest of the present nuclear 
powers. It would help to discourage the 
spread of nuclear weapons to other nations, it 
would help to slow down the arms race, and 
it would establish a system of international 
inspection and control which could become 
the model for a more comprehensive disarma- 
ment pact. These considerations make a su- 
preme effort to reach agreement imperative, 
and we hope that Mr. Dean’s instructions call 
for such an effort when he goes to Geneva. 


Still Inefficient 

If School Board Auditor Thor W. Bruce is 
right, the system’s non-teaching departments 
as a whole have made a 25 per cent improve- 
ment in efficiency since June 1959. It seems 
almost too good to be true. The most prob- 
able explanation lies in the financial belt- 
tightening forced on the system when voters 
turned down a proposed 13-cent increase in 
the tax rate in April 1959. 

Taking Mr. Bruce’s figures at face value, 
the fact remains that the system still has a 
long, long way to go before it even begins to 
make the most efficient use of its tax dollars. 
While the overhead cost for work performed 
by school mechanics evidently has been cut 
from 60 to about 46 per cent, that is still 
high. — 

As the Chicago management consult- 
ants, A. T. Kearney & Co., pointed out in 
1954, the school Building Department was so 
inefficient that private contractors could do 
most repair and construction jobs far cheaper 
than the Board’s mechanics and still make a 
profit. At that time overhead costs per direct 
labor dollar in the Building Department 
ranged from 26 per cent for bricklayers to 63 
per cent for iron workers; it averaged better 
than 40 per cent for most other trades, and 
was so high that it made the Department non- 
competitive with outside contractors using 
union labor. 

The ward-oriented majority that has dom- 
inated the Board the last several years was 
completely uninterested in what Kearney had 
to say. For if Kearney’s recommendations 
had been put in effect, Building Department 
patronage would have been cut to the bone. 

The simplest way to make the maximum 
improvement in Building Department effici- 
ency and to make sure the savings are spent 
educating the children is to elect a School 
Board: that puts the children first. That is 
what the April school election should be all 
about. If the voters then elect a Board: of 
men and women interested in education, 
maybe Mr. Bruce will have something more 
to report a year from now. 


Explanation Unnecessary 

Senator Robertson’s delay of Banking Com- 
mittee hearings on the appointment of Robert 
C. Weaver as federal housing chief was a 
shoddy performance.’ The Virginia Senator 
held up proceedings until President Kennedy 
rushed him a letter of assurance that Mr. 
Weaver was a loyal American. But Mr. Ken- 
nedy would not have niade the appointment 
had there been any question of disloyalty. 
Senator Robertson did not need a letter to 
confirm that, any more than he needed a Jet- 
ter to tell him that Mr. Weaver was a Negro 
and a champion of civil rights.

Text of Dalton’s Message 


On Highway 


s, Gasoline Tax 


Following is the text of Gov. 
John M. Dalton’s special 
message to the Missouri Leg- 
islature on highways . and 
gasoline tax: 


HE state of Missouri, as you 
well know, is currently faced 
with a number of pressing 
problems. I think you areet 
problems. I think you are equally 
aware that our solutions to these 


problems will determine, in large | 


measure, the future development 
of state programs that bear di- 
rectly on the growth of Missouri 
and the welfare of its citizens. 

I have discussed with you the 
mature of our major . problems 


and have made detailed recom- 
mendations in all areas except | 


one—the urgent need for a high- 
way construction and improve- 
ment program that will keep 
pace with the enormous demands 
that will inevitably be placed 
upon the state’s roads in the 
years before us. 

I hardly think it necessary to 
point out the importance of the 
state highway system to motor 
transportation in Missouri, but 
I would like to briefly outline 
the mounting pressures that 
make a vigorous new highway 
program mandatory. 

Population Lag. 

Missouri’s rate of economic 
growth has fallen behind the 
national average, a fact re- 
flected in the 1960 census figures. 
The lag in population growth, 
aside from its effect on the vital- 
ity of our economy, will also re- 
sult in the loss of about $1,700,- 
000 in federal apportionments 
for the state’s primary, supple- 
mentary and urban highways 
during fiscal 1963. 

The revitalization of our econ- 
emy will certainly require di- 
rect action in a number of fields, 
but I think the importance of an 
adequate state highway system 
to such an effort is abundantly 
clear. Modern roads are a fac- 
tor in the attraction of new in- 
dustry to the state and serve as 
an incentive for existing indus- 
tries to remain and expand in | 
Missouri. The result will not 
only be the creation of new jobs, | 
but the stabilization of present | 
ones. | 
A modern highway system, 
because of its importance to 
business, the farmer and our 
third largest industry, tourism, 
will serve to stimulate the 
many facets of our diversified | 

economy. 
Increased Traffic. 

The need for expansion and 
improvement of our highway 
network is also motivated by 
‘the sheer weight of increased 
traffic. There were some 1,181,- 
000 motor vehicles registered in 
Missouri in 1949 against 1,741,- 
000 in 1959, a gain of substan- 
tially more than a half million 
for the ten-year period. That 
figure will rise, according to 
projections, to the 2,100,000 mark 
by 1969. 

Likewise, the number of miles 
traveled on the state’s highways 
has increased from 11 billion in 
1949 to 17 billion in 1959, and 
estimates place at 22 billion the 
number of miles that will be 
driven in a single year before 
the end of this decade. 

A good highway system, I 
might add, also eliminates the 
costly and annoying traffic de- 
lays that many of us have expe- 
rienced. Time is a valuable 
commodity, and efficient roads 
will contribute to the conserva- 
tion of thousands of man-hours 
each year by enabling the trav- 
eler to reach hig destination 
with all possible dispatch. 

Traffic Safety. 

I have specified certain pres- 
sures now being exerted on our 
highway complex because I feel 
they are highly significant to the 
state’s future growth. However, 
there is another area of pres- 
gure, and it is one that must be 
eased because failure to do so 
will result in needless loss of 
human life. I refer of course, to 
traffic safety. 

Some 1044 persons died in Mis- 
souri traffic accidents last year, 
the third highest total on record, 
and other thousands were in- 
jured, some permanently. This 
appalling toll was supplemented 
by property damage amounting 
to millions of dollars, with other 
losses incurred through medical 
expenses, lost time from jobs, 
jury awards and increased in- 
surance premiums. 
~ Numerous studies have pointed

‘the General Assembly to make 
‘and intensive study of Missouri's 
state highways, county roads and 
city streets. 

The committee received a re- 
| port on the state’s fiscal potential 
from the Bureau of Economic 
Research at the University of 
Missouri. 

The results of those studies, 
coupled with the pressures I 
have mentioned, make it appar- 
ent that additional funds are ur- 
gently needed to inaugurate a 
sweeping program of highway 
expansion and improvement. 

Consequently, I recommend 
that the legislature take action 
to secure the necessary reve- 
nues, and I further recommend 
that this be done by increasing 
the state tax on gasoline sold in 
Missouri by two cents a gallon. 

Lowest in Nation. | 

The state’s present gasoline 
tax is three cents a gallon, the 
lowest in the nation by a wide 
margin. The other 49 states have 
levies ranging from five to seven 
cents a gallon, with the vast ma- 
jority some 38 states imposing a 
tax of six cents or more. A two- 
cent increase in the Missouri 
gasoline tax would be both prac- 
tical and equitable and would

One of this country’s space 
launchings in the near future will 
send a man into outer space, 4 
top official of the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administra- 
tion said here last night. 

Maj. Gen, Don R, Ostrander, 
director of NASA’s launch ve- 
_hicle pregrams, said in an inter- 
view that the successful Red- 
stone missile shot, carrying a 
chimpanzee last week, meant 
that the United States is very 
close to sending a man into 
space.

Zhe Federal Reserve Bank’ of 
New York said today that the 
recession started in the middle 
of 1960. 

‘In the middle of 1960, about 
two years after the end of the 
1957-58 business decline and with 
considerable human and physical 
resources still idle, a new re- 
cession set in,”’ the bank wrote 
in ‘Perspective on 1960." The 
publication was called an in- 
formal supplement to the regu- 
lar annual report to be released 
in a few weeks. 

The bank Said that when con- 
sumer demand started to fall 
businessmen sought to pare their 
holdings in addition to curbing 
the growth in inventories 

‘Widespread cutbacks did not 
begin, however, until the fourth 
quarter, since many firms had 
difficulty reducing inventories 
while sales were slipping.”’ 

The bank called 1960 a difficult 
year for the federal reserve sys- 
tem. And, it said, the new year 
“offers a full measure of chal- 
lenge.”’ The bank noted three 
“key economic problems’’: The 
recession, balance of payments 
deficit and ‘‘vital: need for 
stepped-up long term economic 
growth.” It continued 

‘The three-pronged challenge 
facing us will require flexibility 
in devising and applying mone- 
tary, fiscal and other public poli- 
cies as well as a high degree 
of private initiative and ingenu- 
ity.””

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s Buds Cut Bears Out to Halt

The 'Good Old Days’ 


A Webster Groves reader of 
this column wants to know 
how hunting of today compares 
with that of the “good old 
days.”’ The reply depends on 
what period of time he had in 
mind, as well as the various 
species of game to be evaluated. 

Aido Leopold, in connection 
with a survey of deer in Mis- 
souri in 1931, estimated the 
total in the state in 1926 at 564. 
Carl Sandburg’s. biography of 
Abraham Lincoln says that in 
1820 Noah Major, one of the 
first settlers in Morgan county, 
Indiana, estimated there were 
20,000 deer in that county. 


Recent figures, released by 
the Missouri Conservation 
Commission, show that hunters 
bagged 17,800 deer last white- 
tail season to break a record 
of 16.400 taken in 1959. Archers 
in 1960 accounted for 263 ani- 
mals, or nearly half of the 
deer population in the state in 
1926. A complete check of the 
kill has not been finished but 
present figures show that 
Taney county led with 897 deer 
killed, Second was Camden 
with 792, followed by Pulaski 
with 787, and Ste. Genevieve 
781. Texas county set a record 
high with 775 whitetails. 

If the inquirer had waterfowl! 
in mind, Leopold had this to 
say. ‘The baiting capital of 
America is Beardstown, Ill. 
In the bottoms above and be- 
low Beardstown, clubs and 
commercial shooting grounds 
in 1928 were putting out as 
high as 7000 bushels of corn 
per season on a 20-acre tract. 

. One baited dry-land ccm- 
mercial sheoting preserve 
killed 4000 ducks in 60 days on 
40 acres, or 100 ducks per acre 
per year. Commercial 
preserves on the Illinois river 
place six or seven 10-gauge 
guns over each ‘pen’ of live 
decoys. It is frequently com- 
pulsory to shoot only at flocks 
small enough to be ‘cleaned 
up.’ Pot shooting on the water 
is prevalent on commercial 
preserves and _ unfortunately 
even in some clubs.”’ 

During the ‘‘good old days,” 
say 50 years ago, more ducks 
were killed at Mingo Swamp in 
southeast Missouri than are 
killed today in the entire state. 
Those were the days of black 
powder, and this writer has 
heard hunters tell of shooting 
until the gun barrel would be- 
come too hot to hold in the 
hand. Thousands of ducks wef® 


killed in ‘oth the spring and 
fall migrations and shipped in 
hogsheads to the city markets. 


Modern Figures 


A recent waterfow! count in 
Missouri showed 293,000 ducks 
and geese wintering in Mis- 
souri, about 43,000 more than 
in 1959. Missouri's most num- 
erous waterfowl was the mal- 
lard—214,000 of them. This is 
a 9 per cent increase over the 
1959 estimate, but the popula- 
tion is down 34 per cent over 
a five-year average 

The Canada goose flock of 
southern Illinois showed an in- 
crease of 51,678 birds over the 
flock in January of 1960. Few- 
er ducks, however, were ob- 
served during the 1961 survey 
than in 1960. Totals were down 
almost 160,000. The largest 
decrease occurred in the Illi- 
nois mallard population, which 
numbered about 155,000 birds 
fewer in January, 1961, than 
during ‘the corresponding pe- 
riod in 1960 

Before the clearings were 
made in the forests, quail were 
extremely scarce. But with the 
era of settlement and crude 
agriculture that brought grain 
fields, seed-bearing weeds and 
rail fences there was an ex- 
plosion of the bobwhite popula- 
tion. This lasted for many 
vears until agricultural intensi- 
fication, ‘‘clean’’ farming, and 
the replacing of the rail fence 
with wire drastically reduced 
their numbers. 

In many sections of the Oz- 
arks and in the southern states 
of Georgia, Mississippi and 
Tennessee, where food, cover, 
and water are abundant, these 
sporty birds continue to thrive. 
But in the states where virtu- 
ally all the ground is utilized 
they are waging a losing battle. 

Capt. A. H. Bogardous, 
famed wing shot and market 
hunter who lived at Elkart, 

Ill., tells of a quail hunt 
about 1885 near Cameron, in 
Lynn county, Missouri. ‘I had 
beautiful sport, killing from 
20 to 30 brace a day,’ he 
said. He also said, ‘I have 
shot thousands on thousands 
myself, and know that my 
misses were commonly caused 
by being in too much of a 
hurry to fire.” 

The prairie chicken has al- 
most disappeared and the last 
elk in Missouri was killed in 
Wayne county in the late 
1800s. Today, in many in- 
stances, we are reaping the 
whirlwind that was sowed in 
the ‘good old days.”

Sears Catalogue 


THE TRADEMARKS OF MY YOUTH were the Dan 
Patch wagon for speed, the Smith Brothers for candy boot- 
legged as cough drops, and the Sears-Roebuck catalogue for 
light reading. My grandmother always had a Sears catalogue 

: @round the place and she 
had me around quite often, 
too, We met early, the 
Sears catalogue and I. 

Sears is having its sev- 
enty-fifth anniversary this 
year and I'd like to get in 
the spirit of the thing and 
recall how my rural boy- 
hood was one long bare- 
foot joy broken only by 
spring and fall soarings of 
ecstasy when the new 
Sears catalogues arrived. 
That’s what I'd like to do 
but I can't. My grand- 
mother, at 95, would cane 
me back into a respect for 
the truth. 

The truth is, we had 
the catalogue always but 
we didn’t use it. Uppity, 
you'd call it. 

Once a day I'd find 
something in the catalog gnd he astonished the family had 
survived so long without the item. In a catalogue of about 
1000 pages there was no trick to coming up with a brand-new 
necessity every day, even after discarding as worthless 50 or 
60 pages of corsets and 100 pages of dresses and hats. 

“Well, I guess maybe we could send down to Sears for 
that,’ my grandmother would say. 


‘ <" SB 


She never did, though. She’d walk down to Lasley 
Brothers Clothing Store, or Miles and Bates Dry 
Goods, or—well, the name of the hardware store es- 
capes me but it was a convenient one. The owner 
lived above it and after an offer from my grandfather 
in the street below to go home and take the door with 
him, hinges and all, the hardware man came down. 


‘Damn it, Tom,” he said, “if the boy saw the wagon in 
the catalogue why didn’t you get Sears or Roebuck up at 
10 o'clock at night instead of me? You'll have to teach that 
kid more regular habits.”’ 

The catalogue was the thickest book we had and the best- 
thumbed. too. Sears didn’t get business from us but the com- 
pany had our attention. The advantage of the catalogue was, 
it was allowed to be portable. After I’d been schooled a 
while I was trusted to take out the Sir Walter Scott, collect- 
ed, but my tastes developed and fairly soon after I recog- 
nized that Sears’ illustrations were superior to Scott's I 
recognized that the prose style was better, too. 

Sears and Roebuck always put the price first, prominent 
and bold: it was the same thing as printing the ending first 

in a story. I could look at the price and know whether the 
request would have a happy ending or an unhappy one, a 
Yes or a No. As I said, my grandmother never did actually 
send away for an item in the catalogue. What she did, I 
think, was use it as a market guide: the Sears price as a 
theasuring stick against the local price. 


I don’t recall which side had the better bargains, 
the distant Sears mail-order house or the immediate 
Shelbina merchants, but I recall two outstanding debts 
1 owe the catalogue. The Sears catalogue picture of 
the wagon raised me to a height of salesmanship that 
I've equaled only one other time. That time, it was a 
Sears catalogue picture of a small boy in long pants. 


No small boy lives now in a small town full of other 
boys in knickers. There is no way to express the grandeur of 
being the only boy with long pants. There is no way to ex- 
press the desolation of ripping the bell-bottom leg off them 
in the first hour, either, and being deposed, back to knickers 
for another six years or so. 

Well, anyway, I number some of my best years among 
Sears’ and its catalogue’s 75 years and even if I didn’t buy, 
I’ve never met a more polite salesman than that catalogue. 
Not once do I recall ever having to say to it, “No, thanks. 
I'm just looking.”

Help for Educated Cuban Retugees

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (UPI). 


A HIGHLY TRAINED physi- 
cist is working in a New York 
laundry today to support her- 
self and her husband, an un- 
employed professor of mathe- 
matics. 

They are refugees from Cuba, 
and their. talents could easily 
have been lost with the soapsuds 
in this strange land. 

They will not be, thanks to 
the American Council for Emi- 
gres in the Professions, Inc., a 
two-way good work devoted to 
training and placing educated 
immigrants where they can use 
their fullest talents to enrich 
their new country. 

The council is not limited to 
victims of political oppression, 
but the majority of its clients 
have come in three waves of 
flight—from Nazi Germany, Hun- 
gary, now Cuba. 

‘‘They’re so much more cheer- 
ful than the Hungarians!” said 
Dr. Ethel Thornbury, a staff 
member who has interviewed 
them all. 

The laundry worker’s husband 
is enrolled in a six-month fresh- 
man math course at a local col- 
lege, becoming acquainted with 
students, campus custom and 
teaching methods. 

“‘We can place him immedi- 
ately after he finishes his 
course,” said Mrs. Else 
Staudinger, ACEP’s executive 


director. ‘‘We can find his wife 
a teaching job, too, if she wishes 
one.”’ 

The agency’s small staff has 
become expert in removing the 
barrier between a trained for- 
eigner and the American job he 
is best fitted to fill and then fit- 
ting the newly rounded peg in 
the waiting hole. 

“We need their talents,’ said 
Mrs. Staudinger. 

Engineers, accountants and 
journalists are polishing their 
English with volunteers who 
speak their own professional 
language. Attorneys are enrolled 
in library courses. Their train- 
ing is usually incapable of con- 
version to United States law, but 
it is rich in the classics and hu- 
manities. ‘‘We need librarians 
as badly as we need science 
teachers,” Mrs. Staudinger said. 

One Cuban attorney telephoned 
recently, however, to call off his 
enrollment in the library course. 
He had landed a $6000-a-year job 
in the Latin American division of 
a United States food firm. 

“He got the job through 
friends, not through us,” Mrs. 
Staudinger said. ‘But he said 
we had given him courage when 
he first came, and badly needed 
Oa

On Saturday’s, the laundry 
worker’s husband and other sci- 
ence teachers lecture and answer 
questions for Dr. Thornbury, a 
retired college professor of Eng- 
lish with an adventuring mind. 


“If they can teach me, they 
can teach college freshmen,’’ she 
said. 

At mid-January. the agency 
was helping 50 Cubans, with new 
ones arriving at the rate of five 
a day. Unlike the tens of thou- 
sands of their fellows who are 
awaiting a new revolution to 
allow them to go home, most of 
those who have come here say 
they plan to settle permanently 
in the United States. 

The agency keeps tab on job 
opportunities in 800 to 1000 col- 
leges as well as a diverse group 
of businesses and industries. 

All the staff members find 
themselves impressed with the 
cheerfulness of their newest, 
Cuban, clients, their pride ‘n 
helping themselves by stretching 
their bread-and-butter job dol- 
lars to seemingly impossible 
lengths, and their generosity in 
sharing both those dollars and 
their crowded living quarters 
with each other. 

“They have a gaiety which I 
was quite unprepared for,’’ said 
Dr. Thornbury. ‘They seem 
rather surprised after all the 
hoopla Castro has been feeding 
them to find that Yanquis are 
very decent people after all.”

Fast dealer. 
Neither side vulnerable, 
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Opening lead—king of hearts. 


THIS HAND was played in a 
duplicate pair game. It empha- 
sizes the important role that 
partnership can play during the 
defense of a hand. 

At 12 tables South became de- 
clarer in a spade contract. At 
all but one of these tables de- 
clarer succeeded in making 10 
tricks, losing a spade, a heart 
and a club. 

The defense generally started 
with the king of hearts lead, on 
which East signaled with the six 
or seven, and a continuation with 
the ace of hearts, which South 
ruffed. 

Declarer cashed the A-K of 
spades, East showing out, and 
then proceeded to run the dia- 
mond suit. It did not matter 
when West ruffed, because the 
only additional trick the defend- 
ers could get was a club. 


At the only table where the 
contract was defeated, East 
played the deuce of hearts on 
the opening lead of the king. 
East realized that a heart con- 
tinuation was futile, since he 
credited West with at least a 
five-card suit for the over-all of 
two hearts. This meant that 
South could have one heart at 
most. 

The play of the deuce amount- 
ed to a request to West to shift 
his attack elsewhere. It was ob- 
vious to West, in view of dum- 
my’s strong diamond holding, 
that East could be interested 
only in a club shift. 


Accordingly, West led the ace 
of clubs, and when East signaled 
with the ten, continued with an- 
other club. Declarer went up 
with the king and drew two 
rounds of trumps. 

South led the A-K-Q of dia- 
monds, hoping to obtain a club 
discard on the fourth round of 
diamonds, but West trumped 
the third diamond and led back 
a club to defeat the contract. 


The hand shows how vital it 
is for the defenders to work to- 
gether as a team. East started 
the defensive ball rolling by 
playing the deuce of hearts, and 
West showed faith in partner by 
switching to a club and leading 
clubs twice thereafter without 
ever attempting to cash the ace 
of hearts.

DIXIELAND JAZZ is going to 
church in downtown St. Louis 
Sunday afternoon and, what's 
more, it will substitute for the 
sermon. 

One of the city’s most popular 
jazz bands, Singleton Palmer's 
Dixieland Sextet, will be among 
participants in the recular Epis- 
copal Evensong services, or Ves- 
pers, at Christ Church Cathedral. 
Playing the bass horn, Palmer 
will lead his men in such fa- 
miliar hymns as “Rock of Ages’’ 
and “The Old Rugged Cross” 
and spirituals like ‘Nobody 
Knows. De Trouble I’ve Seen’ 
and ‘‘Go Down Moses.” 


As far as is known, this will 
be the first church service of its 
kind here to employ jazz within 
the liturgical structure. The idea 
originated with the Rev. Stand- 
rod T. Carmichael, who is Canon 
Missioner of Christ Church and 
also Warden of Thompson Re- 
treat House and Conference Cen- 
ter in St. Louis county. He also 
supplied the special name for 
the service—‘‘Jazz at Vespers.’ 

“We have invited a Dixieland 
band to participate in the serv- 
ice as part of the search for 
new ways in which people can 
communicate with the church 
and its message,”’ explained the 
Rev. Mr. Carmichael. “Jazz is 
a truly American music and we 
want to use it, along with other 
kinds of music and other art 
forms indigenous to our times as 
means of widening religious di- 
mensions. 


“After all,’ he continued, ‘‘the 
early jazz bands in New Orleans 
played an important part in the 
religious life of their commun- 
ity.” He was referring to the 
tradition of having these bands 
play slow and sorrowful music 
on the way to a funeral and dur- 
ing the ceremony, then acceler- 
ating the tempo, during the 
march from the cemetery, as 
something of an ode of joy for 
the heaven-bound soul of the 
departed one. 


This religious custom among 
New Orleans Negroes at the turn 
of the century and after is, as 
the Rev. Mr. Carmichael will 
point out in brief remarks Sun- 
day, recognized as among the 


early 
jazz 

“Our service will be similar 
to one arranged several years 
ago by the Rev. A. L. Kershaw 
at Holy Trinity Episcopal Church 
at Oxford, O. George Lewis and 
his New Orleans band appeared 
there for a service called ‘Spiri- 
tuals in Ragtime.’ ”’ 

(The Rev. Mr. Kershaw, on 
the subject of jazz, was one of 
the early big money winners on 
a television quiz program). 

The Rev. Mr. Carmichael, who 
has been on the Christ Church 
staff for several months, is 
something of a jazz buff. During 
his college days, before World 
War II, he was the vocalist with 
a Washington and Lee dance 
band known as the Southern 
Collegians. 

Also participating in the serv- 
ice Sunday will be the Christ 
Church men’s and boy’s cho- 
ruses and the church orgajfist, 
Ronald Arnatt, singing and play- 
ing Sixteenth century anthems 
whose settings are from the 
Psalms.

All parts of the formal Ev- 
ensong service, including the 
concluding hymn by the con- 
gregation and prayer, are be- 
ing retained with the exception 
of the sermon. This is where 
Dixieland music takes over. 
Palmer and his sidemen will 
move from a front pew in the 
nave to play on the chancel, 
in front of the high altar. 

“First, we'll play each num- 
ber in slow tempo, with ap- 
propriate religious feeling, and 
then we'll go into a faster, 
hand-clapping Dixieland tem- 
po,”’ explained Palmer. ‘“‘We’ve 
worked all this out in several 
rehearsals. For most of these 
numbers we had to buy the 
music and work on them.” 


Hymns and spirituals to be 
played in addition to those pre- 
viously mentioned, according to 
Palmer, are ‘‘God Will Take 
Care of You,”’ “‘Oh, For a Closer

How to Organize Reading

FOURTH OF A SERIES. 


THE SECRET of successful 
reading lies not merely in repe- 
tition, 

Successful reading must have 
aim and organization. 

We touched on that once be- 
fore. Let’s go a bit further and 
look at some helpful ways of 
reading in various fields of 
study, 

Since the formula that works 
for reading about one subject 
does not always work in reading 
about another, we will discuss 
groups of subjects. separately. 

Books on economics and re- 
lated courses scare most stu- 
dents stiff, so let's talk about 
that area first. 


Let's suppose you have been 
assigned a chapter for tomor- 
row’s class. Follow these steps: 


1. Pick up the book. Break it 
open to the table of contents. 
Find the chapter and turn 
to it. 


2. Skim. Read the first para- 
graph. Leaf through and glance 
at subtitles. Read the conclud- 
ing paragraph. This should 
give you an idea of the big 
idea of the chapter. 


3. With this idea in mind, 
read the chapter. At the end 
of each paragraph or two 
pause and ask yourself: 

“‘What was said?” 

“How does it fit in the gen- 
eral pattern?” 


If you can't answer these 
questions, it means that you 
went through the process of 
reading words without absorb- 
ing the ideas. Speed up your 
reading of the remaining para- 
graphs, remembering an axiom 
mentioned previously — that 
speed and accuracy go together. 
When you get to the point where 
you can recite back the main 
idea of the paragraph you have 
just read, you have reached an 
efficient speed. Maintain that 
speed, 

4. Finish the chapter, then re- 
read it with the aim of refining 
the material. Read now with the 
continuous question in mind: 

“Exactly what is said here?’ 

Get the precise meaning. Re- 
late it to some part of the big 
idea. This is the REAL key to 
success in the study of econom-

view it. 

Write it in a notebook, write 
it in the margin of the book, 
but write it clearly and in an 
orderly manner somewhere so 
you can refresh your mind be- 
fore exam time. 


The above suggestions may 
sound time-consuming rather 
than time-saving. But if you will 
have faith and give them a fair 
trial, you will find that they do 
work and that they do save time.

If we wish to com- 
pare the earth to a piece of fruit, 
the orange is the best choice.

chiefly on one half of it, the so- 
called ‘‘bulges’’ would be repre- 
sented. How little difference the 
thin patches would make in the 
general shape of that basketball! 

Q. Is the earth flattened at 
the poles? 

A. There is a small amount of 
“flatness” at the North Pole, 
also in the area of the South 
Pole. Because of this, the diam- 
eter of the earth is less when 
measured from pole to pole than 
from opposite points on the 
equator. The difference, accord- 
ing to late figures, is 21 miles. 

Here, again, the orange serves 
well to represent the earth. An 
orange ig slightly flattened at 
what we may call the ‘‘ends,”’ 
and in that way agrees with the 
ends of the earth.
